I have  the  honour  to  present  ray  Amus.l  Report 
for  the  year  ended  31st,  Decemher,  1955* 

Vital  Statistics  and  the  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease,  with  comments  thereon,  will  he  found  in  suhsequent 
pages  of  this  report. 

The  health  of  the  coiTirnunlty  was  satisf act orj^  during 
the  year,  Larg<^  quantities  of  meat  and  meat  products  are 
produced  within  the  Borou^,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  once  more  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  heen  attrihu.ted 
thereto  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  following  notes  on  general  health  v/ith  present 
tendencies  ¥/ill  he  of  interest  to  the  Council,  The  principal 
causes  of  adult  mortality  are  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system,  coronary  disease  and  cancer.  Lung  cancer,  especiallsr 
in  the  male,  has  occasioned  much  investigation  and  comment  in 
hoth  the  medical  and  national  press. 

The  death  rate  of  Infants  under  one  year  has  heen 
nearly  halved  in  less  than  20  years.  Further  reduction  ¥/ill 
require  intensive  investigation  into  the  causes  of  prematurity 
and  congenital  malformations. 

The  population  is  growing  more  elderly,  due  principally 
to  the  increase  in  the  proportion  of  those  aged  65  years  and 
over.  Elderly  women  are  substantially  more  numerous  than  men. 

Immunisation  against  the  major  infectious  diseases 
still  requires  emphasis.  The  B/Iinister  of  Health,  in  his  report 
for  the  year  1954  states  that  only  3h»5%  of  live  hirths  are 
vaccinated  against  Smallpox,  Modem  teclmique  in  the  control 
of  smallpox  relies  on  early  diagnosis  and  isolation,  combined 
with  vaccination  of  all  persons  loiov/n  to  he  contacts.  Present 
day  air  travel  brings  the  population  into  close  temperal 
relationship  with  parts  of  the  viorld  in  wiiich  smallpox  is  still 
endemic.  For  adequate  protection  of  the  population,  at  least 
75f^  of  infants  should  he  vaccinated. 

The  decreasing  incidence  and  lo’W  mortality  of  .diphtheria 
should  not  he  viev/ed  with  complacency.  The  only  safeguard 
against  a return  of  DiphtBieria  is  the  maintenance  of  a high 
level  of  inmunisation. 

The  severity  of  measles  has  declined  in  recent  years. 

The  early  infectiousness  makes  application  of  preventive 
measures  practicall3/^  useless.  The  complications  of  measles 
may  he  dangerous,  especiall^r  in  early  life. 

Although  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  Bacillary 
Djrsentery  tends  to  increase,  th©  severity  of  the  disease 
is  fortunately^  not  great.  Infection  is  rarely  conveyed  by 
food,  direct  or  .indnrect  personal  contact  is  mainly  responsible. 
Three  quarters  of  notifications  relate  to  children  under  15  - 
years  of  age;  those  of  4 years  and  under  are  especially  liable 
to  infection.  Like  other  commimicahle  infections  of  the 
intestinal  tract,  Dysenteiq^  has  an  undergorund  organisation 
of  symptcmless  excreters  cnl^^  discovered  during  the 
bacteriological  investigat ion  of  an  outbreak.  Prevention 
is  simple,  cleanliness  of  body  ancd  clothing,  scrupulous  personal 
In^rgiene  and  above  all  washing  of  Inands  after  a visit  to  the 
toilet. 
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The  made  up  meat  dish  is  the  principal  cause  of 
food  poisoning,  due  to  the  usual  lapse  of  time  hetv/een  its 
preparation  and  eventual  consumption.  Prompt  attention  to 
minor  in;juries  and  infections  on  the  hands  of  food  handlers 
and  strict  attention  to  their  cleanliness  v/ill  prevent  most 
outbreaks , 

During  the  last  six  years,  the  mortality  from 
Tuberculosis  has  fallen  by  64%;  nevertheless  the  decline  in 
the  number  of  notif iaations  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  has 
not  been  so  great.  Tuberculosis  is  still  a serious  problem, 
as  more  cases  come  to  be  laiovin  and  more  patients,  due  to 
improved  methods  of  treatment,  survive  to  constitute  a 
reservoir  and  a source  of  infection, 

Vi/ho oping  Cou^  principally  affects  children  uider 
school  age  vrhen  it  can  be  a dangerous  disease,  G-irls  are 
more  commonly  affected  than  boys, 

Iiiimunisation  against  Polioms^elitis  has  comenced 
during  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  preventive  measure  will  become  a regular  feature  in  future. 

There  is  a tendency  for  accidents  in  the  home  to 
increase.  Most  fatal  domestic  accidents  occur  at  the  tv/o 
extremes  of  life;  73%  are  at  ages  63  and  over. 

Statistics  supplied  by  the  National  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  confiim  that  two  public  sessions,  at  which  200  donors 
attended,  were  held  in  the  Borough  during  1955*  Although 
these  results  are  excellent,  the  need  for  blood  continues  uo 
increase.  During  the  year,  the  use  of  blood  increased  by 
2000  in  S,V/,  England,  Recent  work  on  the  treatment  of  severe 
post-partum  haemorrhage  by  massive  transfusion  is  likely  to 
call  for  further  increases.  The  public  can  be  assured  that- 
giving  of  blood  has  no  ill-effect  on  any  normally  healthy 
person. 

The  positive  good  health  enjoyed  by  the  population 
nowadays  is  taken  for  granted,  and  it  is  not  sufficiently 
realised  that  this  is  in  part  due  to  the  health  legislation 
of  the  last  hundred  years.  During  this  period  the  population 
has  almost  doubled  and  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases 
have  become  practically  non  existent.  Nevertheless  it  should 
be  appreciated  that  a healthy  environment  for  all  classes  of 
the  community  can  only  be  maintained  and  improved  by  com-tant 
vigilance.

Diiring  1955  "tlie  follov/ing  were  issued  "by  the 
various  Ministries  of  the  Central  Government,  The 
most  important  being  the  Pood  & Drugs  Act,  1955  and 
the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955.  The  latter  YmB 
laid  before  Parliament  on  the  21st,  December,  1955  and 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st,  Januaiy,  195o.

The  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955  replace  Sec, 

13  of  the  Pood  & Drugs  Act,  193S  and  add  a number  of  new 
provisions  in  respect  of  the  hygienic  handling  of  food 
and  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  premises, stalls, 
vehicles  etc,  where  food  is  handled. 

The  regulations  lay  do\m  requirements  regarding 
the  cleanliness  of  food  premises  and  stalls  etc,  and  of 
apparatus  and  equipment;  the  hygienic  handling  of  food, 
the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food 
and  of  their  clothing. 

Persons  suffering  from  or  being  carriers  of  certain 
infections  will  receive  special  supervision  from  the  Public 
Health  Department,

The  National  Assistance  Act,  19U8 

Sec,  U7,  Removal  to  suitable  -premises  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  effect  the 
compulsory  removal  of  one  female  to  hospital  under  the 
provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951* 
Statutory  action  was  only  taken  after  every  attempt  to  persuade 
the  person  to  enter  hospital  voluntarily  had  failed. 


Ministry  of*  Housing  &.  local  Gove  rumen  t Circular  55/ 5k . 
Housing  Repairs  & E_ejn.t_s,  Act,  19^'r. 


In  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report  of  28th,  March, 
1955 > a resume^  was  given  to  the  Health, Housing  & Town 
Planning  Committee  of  the  information  required  hy  the 
Minister  before  Aug*ust,  1955. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  necessary  information  upon 
which  to  base  an  accurate  report,  some  200  houses,  in  "which 
might  be  considered  the  worst  areas,  had  been  classified,  but 
not  all  of  them  were  found  to  be  sub-standard  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act, 
1954. 


In  conjunction  with  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Surveyor,  an  inspection  ’was  carried  out  of  all  properties 
in  the  Borough  considered  suitable  for  representation  to 
the  Committee  for  action  under  the  provisions  of  the  above 
Act, 

On  25th,  July,  1955 j a statement  was  presented  to 
the  Committee  giving  the  addresses  of  103  houses  at  that  time 
considered  to  constitute  the  total  problem,  bearing  in  mind 
that  other  houses  will  also  fall  into  this  category  from  time 
to  time.  On  this  statement  the  Committee  formulated  the 
return  required  by  the  Minister, 

Fifty  nine  properties  v/ere  scheduled  to  be  dealt  with 
during  the  first  five  years,  leaving  forty  four  to  be 
considered  later.  For  the  guidance  of  the  Conxnittee  an 
assessment  was  made  of  the  numbers  and  types  of  houses  requiired 
as  replacements  during  the  first  five  years  to  rehouse  the 
occupants  of  individually  unfit  houses.

Mr,  Mayor  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1955, 

The  work  of  the  Department  falls  into  three  broad 
classifications : (i ) Housing,  (ii ) Food,  and  (iii ) 

Environmental  Hygiene,  and  during  1955  emphasis  has  been 
placed  largely  on  (i)  and  (ii). 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  the  survey  of  houses 
was  completed  and  a comprehensive  report  presented  detailing 
the  steps  necessary  to  enable  the  Town  Council  to  fulfil  its 
obligations  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act , 1954, 

In  August  a return  was  sent  to  the  Ministry  showing  that  59 
houses  wore  sub-standard  and  it  was  proposed  that  these  should 
be  dealt  with  during  the  next  five  years , The  Town  Council 
formed  a sub -committee  to  go  int o this  question. 

Meat  and  pood  inspection  has  taken  up  a large  proportion 
of  the  t ime  of  the  individua 1 Officers , both  inside  and 
outside  normal  office  hours , No  less  than  12,224  animals 
have  been  inspected  and  the  detailed  figures  contained  in  the 
report  shows  the  incidence  of  disease  which  has  been  noted. 

The  problem  of  Moat  Inspection  is  not  peculiar  to  Caine  and 
during  the  year  the  Departmental  Committee’s  Report  on 
Slaughterhouses  was  published , The  observation  was  made  that 
some  form  of  remuneration  should  be  made  by  way  of  additional 
Exchequer  Grants  or  by  an  inspection  charge  to  ease  the  burden 
on  the  smaller  Authorities . To  date  this  recommendation  has 
not  boon  adopted  and  the  Government  would  need  spocia  1 
legislation  to  implement  the  proposal. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Health  Committee, 
Dr , Broomhead  a nd  the  members  of  my  staff  for  the  support  they 
have  given  during  the  year.

Tho  Plater  Undertaking  has  boon  owned  by  tho  Town  Council 
since  1947,  Tho  area  served  by  the  Caine  Water  Orders  1882  to 
1938  includes  tho  Municipal  Borough  and  tho  Parish  of  Caine 
P^ithout  in  tho  Rural  District  of  Caine  & Chippenham, 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Lower  G-roonsand  Springs 
at  Calstone  Wellington,  about  throe  miles  to  tho  South-East  of 
tho  town  in  tho  Rural  District  of  Caine  & Chippenham. 

The  water  is  of  good  quality  and  non-plumbo  solvent.

During  1955  stops  woro  takon  to  improvo  tho  supply  to 
tho  aroas  at  highor  lovol  and  to  this  ond  a now  oloctrically 
drivon  pump  v/as  installod  at  tho  Watorworks.  No  roal  shortage 
of  water  was  oxporioncod  as  a result  of  tho  abnormally  dry 
summer  and  such  shortages  as  woro  folt  woro  duo  mainly  to

Tho  Council  is  fully  alivo  to  its  responsibilities  but 
tho  present  difficulties  will  not  bo  fully  ovorcomo  until  a 
groator  abstraction  rato  is  obtained  by  tho  inclusion  of  moro 
springs  with  increased  storage  capacity  and  additional  pumping. 
All  those  matters  aro  at  tho  present  time  rocoiving  considor- 
at ion. 

Ono  major  fracturo  of  tho  mains  occurred  during  tho  yoar  - 
this  boing  in  Church  Street,  as  a result  of  excavations  during 
tho  laying  of  tho  Council’s  now  outfall  sowor.  Tho  5"  main 
was  damaged  and  although  this  had  boon  in  sorvico  for  some  70 
yoars  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  its  condition  was  quito 
good.

Practically  the  whole  of  the  developed  portion  of  the 
Borough  is  now  sewered,  a Ithough  owing  to  difficulty  in  falls 
and  isolation  there  will  always  be  a few  houses  which  have  to 
rely  upon  septic  tanks  or  earth  closets. 


The  number  of  houses  not  connected  to  the  main  sewer  is 
94  or  less  than  of  all  those  inhabited,  about  one  half  of 
this  number  are  outside  the  drainage  area.  The  construction 
of  the  now  outfall  sewer  is  now  well  advanced  and  when  this 
is  brought  into  full  use  the  amount  of  surface  water  finding 
its  v/ay  to  the  disposal  works  should  bo  considerably  reduced 
and  thus  help  to  ease  the  overloading  which  has  boon  a major 
problem  for  some  years. 

During  the  year  a now  sludge  drying  bod  was  constructed. 

The  preparation  of  a comprohonsivo  scheme  to  enlarge  the 
sewage  dispoal  works  is  well  in  hand  and  Tenders  will  bo 
invited  shortly.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


All  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  direct  labour,  each 
householder  placing  his  bin  at  the  kerbside.  This  service 
has  been  maintained  satisfactorily  and  without  a single 
complaint  during  the  year.  Moreover,  not  one  hour  was  lost 
through  sickness  or  absenteeism. 

The  refuse  tip  is  at  Caine  Lov/  about  1 mile  to 'the  oast 
of  the  town  in  worked  out  sandpits  owned  by  Messrs,  Bradley 
& Sons.  The  tip  is  sprayed  with  dressing  during  the  summer 
months  to  preclude  nuisance  from  insect  pests.  Rat  infestation 
is  dealt  v/ith  by  gassing  or  baiting  as  and  when  necessary.

There  are  70  coramunal  bins  placed  at  strategic  points 
throughout  the  district  for  the  collection  of  Kitchon  Waste 
which  is  sold  in  its  raw  state  to  National  By-Products  Ltd.
